a. CiWOSO/3 is a aatlva of the Daagarplls area of Latvia, the 
sottthcrsi part of vhieh borders sa Polaad. For ceaturies, 
this area vas aoted for its close tics vlth Polaad* 

la tiaas of oeaasa daager, such as the periods of Russiaa, 
Oeraaa or Svedish oeei^tlea, the traditloaal frieadship 
of the two peoples took the fora of close esoperatimi 
aad eoUa3gorati«s. 

b. Prior to dispatch, CAMOSO/3 vas eatnuited vlth the aisslea 
of eoartaetiag the Catholic uadergrouad la the Latgale 
area aad vas iafotaed that this uadergrouad pMslbly had 
coaaoetloas vlth sook Polish reslstaaee eleaeats, a fact 
vhieh CAWSO/3 revealed he had Img suspected* 

e. Aaother factor of iaportaace is CAMU50/3's stateaeat that 
a portloB of the fuads— presuaably iaeludiag Polish Zlotys-- 
vas aot dsaaged as a result of havlag beea cached through 
the viater ef 1952-1953.

U. Tbe agent, CAI0K3O/3, is kO years old (bom 1916); of Latvian (half- 
Busslan) nationality; lover niddle class; attended eleoaentary school 
and trade school (mechanic) in Latvia; has held various Jobs as miller, 
dock voxker, policeman; no political affiliations; religion • Lutheran; 
Latvian patriot and ardent anti-CooMunlst (hates the Communists 
because they imtionalixed his mill)* 

2* Ihe agent vas recruited by CIA and dispatched on a mission to Latvia 
in August 1932; we have no definite proof that be was recmited by 
BIS. 

6. ‘Ihe agent was dropped by parachute into the Latvian SSR in August 1932* 
He vas believed to be controlled by the RIS since his first H/T message 
vas received, in April 1933> because of the fact that his indicators 
shoved control* However, there has been considerable doubt vhether 
the agent actually ia under RIS c<»trol, as the possibility exists that 
he ia siaq^ confused aa to tbe use of his control indicators* During 
the past 4 years, 48 w/T messages have been received from the agent 
and 4l messages have been trcuasmitted to him. Some requirements have 
been sent to the agent and he has sent us soem positive intelligence 
over a period of several years; most of tbe information vas believed 
to be possibly or probably true, but vas not considersd major 
importance . Ttat agent baa also Ixiformed us that he vas aisle to purchase 
legal documents (passport and VB) and has given us a description of 
these documents* An analysis of the document information shoved that 
it contained some true and/or possibly true statements, but that in 
some respects the report vas questionable* Ihere have been no 
particular hlghlii^ts in the course of coanunicatlng vlth this agent. 

His last message was received in December 1936. 

7* Objectives; To obtain a maximum amount of informtlon from the agent; 
to attempt to keep him alive by continuing to run the operati<xi as 
thou^ ve assumed that the agent vere clean.
